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RICHES IN THE CANYON 
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LARGE LEDGES OF BOTH GOLD 
AND COPPER SEEN. 


KANSAS CITY, Nov. 30.- 
Gall, a webl-known civil*engineer of this 
city, has discovered in the Grand Canyon 
of the Colorado what he claims will prove 
the richest copper mines in the world. In 
addition to*the vast deposits of virgin cop- 
per, he saw immense outcroppings of gold- 
encrusted rock and masses of schist, -with 
Barnets sticking out like plums in a pud- 
ding, veins of coal and asbestos, mica, 
wails of onyx, columns of serpentine, 

With Mr. Randall when he made the trip 
into the Grand Canyon were “Bill” Hiull, a 
Blockman and prospector of Arizona: M. C. 
Sharpneck, a mining expert of Councfi 
Liuffs, Io,g¢and Frank Lee of Williems, 
Ariz. Mr. Randall tells this story of the 
trip: 

“Il was at work surveying the line of a 
new railroad bullding north from Williams, 


Ariz., to the Grand Canon. The 
were so deep that 1 could not work. and 
in my spare time I got to 
mines on « map, and 1 found that the 
per belt was about a mile wide and ran 
neary due north and south.

- wiieved that if we could get into the 
canyon at that point we Would find the cop- 
a vein cropping out of the canyon walls. 

spoke of n idea to several friends, and 
found that Bill Hull, who was one of LAeut. 
Sianton’s guides in his famous Govern- 
ment survey of the Grand Canyon, had seen 
the outcroppings of copper in his 
through the canyon, but had sworn then 
that he would never arain venture into the 
canyon because of the great danger. 
we kept talking the matter over. and the 
tTesult Was thet we decided to go to the 
canyon and look for the mine. The part 
consisted of M. C. Sharpneck. Bill 
Frank Lee and myself. 

“We went down into the canyon by the 
Bright Angel trail, which is south of the 
mouth of the Little Colorado River, with a 
Canvas-covere’d boat. It took all our nerve 
and every sense on a constant strain to 
keep afloat and avoid the whirlpools, 

“As we spent down me current we 
Watched for the copper, and at last we 
Came to it. Our hearts leaped and our eyes 
etuck out as we drifted past it. The bottom 
Stratum of rock there ts granite. There, tn 
What Was once a fissure in the wall. was 
the vein of copper ore. At the water's 

ge the vein was 600 feet wide. The vein 
,Went up quite a distance and then branched 
of into three separate veins. one running 
Straight up the other two *preading out 
like the sticks of a fan, these veins being 
‘about 100 feet wide and running up to the 

ummit of the granite about 800 or 1000 
feet above the river surface. 

“After we had got through picking up 
epecimens of the copper ore We spent an 
hour or tWo trying to pick out g00d spect- 
ments from a wali of metamorphic schist. 
in which garnets of all sizes were sticking 
as thick as plums in a pudding. It wags 
hard to get them out without 
them With the tools we had. 
thousands of them there, 
as large as my fist 

“While darting down the river the next 
day. looking for a place to land, part of the 
time on tne crest of a huge breaker and at 
Other times in the hollow of a whirlpool 
with nerves strained to keen th, boat from 
overturning or from being dashed toa pieces 
on the boulders, we came to a black looking 
eave into which the whole volume of the 
pent-up water seemed to hurl itself with a

“It was a corner where the wal! of granite 
compelied the flood to turn, and tin its ob.

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STRANGE INCIDENT REVEALED 
BY A REUNION. 


AN INDIANA 


Court-Martialed and Sentenced to Be. 


Shot, He #scaped and Returned 
Home After 25 Years to Die. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., Nov. %0.—A 
reunion of the Eighty-sixth Indiana Regi- 
ment, most of the survivors of which re- 
side in Clinton, Boone, Montgomery, War- 
ren, Fountain and Carroll counties, held a 
reunion yesterday at Delphi, Ind. On the 
roster of commissioned officers a strange 
entry was found. John Gillliand was noted 
as the firs. NMeutenant of Company 1. 
Opposite his name is the simple statement, 
“Returned as a deserter to the Fifty-first 
Illinois Volunteer Regiment by sentence of 


court-martial.” 

Gilliland is now dead. He was born near 
Linden, and grew to manhood there with 
absolutely no education. He was a magni- 
ficent man, however, physically and mor- 
ally. and with fair intelligence. He was 
fearless. kindly and industrious. He mar- 
ried when quite young, and when the Civil 
War broke out was living on his own farm 
in easy circumetances. In 1861 business took 
him to the town in which the Fifty-first 
Illinois regiment was recruiting. Gillliand, 
carried away by the enthusiasm and ex- 
citement, enlisted. The regiment went at 
onee to the front and into active service, 
Gilllland proving an excellent soldier. In 
1862 he came home on a furlough, and found 
that many of his old friends and neighbors 
were enlisting in the Eighty-sixth Regi- 
ment, at Lafayette. Gilliland went there 
and found the regiment made up of the 
rawest kind of recruits. He was a fine 
drill master. eo the officers of the Eighty- 
eixth prevailed on him to spend several 
days in camp at work, and made a de- 
termined effort to induce him to enlist. The 
inducements of the officers \were irresist- 
ible when they finally offered to secure him 
a commission as a first lieutenant. He then 
deserted the Fifty-first Illinois, and wae re- 
cruited with the Eighty-sixth at Indian- 
apolis in 1842. his commission coming im- 
mediately after As first lieutenant. of 
Company I, he proved a model officer, ex- 
cept in such work as his fliiteracy handi- 
capped him, this alone preventing his ris- 
ing in the ranks. 

Gilliland doubted the courage of his cap- 
tain, Willlam G. Lambert. Just before 
the battle of Stone River Lambert was 
taken suddenly ill and declined to enter the 
action. G Iifland commanded the company 
and afterward preferred charges against 
the captain, alleging that he had feigned 
iliness in order to shun the danger of bat- 
tle. Capt. Lambert, who was cognizant 
of Gilliland’s record, retall-ated by prefer- 
ring charges aga nst his accuser.  Gilll- 
land was arrested and forced to march in 
the rear of the regiment without arms. He 
was court-martialed by the Twenty-first 
Corps of the Army of the Cumberland. 
The decision of the court was reserved, and 
for several months Gilliland continued to 
march under arrest. F nally, one night, 
while Sherman’s army was in Northern

Balley began a conversation with 
him and suddenly as they talked together, 
there came to Bailey the identity of the 
man, causing h'm to exclaim involuntarily: 

“You are John Gilliland!’’ 

The old man’s face gave evidence of an 
awful terror and falling to the ground he 
seized Bailey by the knees and cried out 
in agony of spirit: 

“Batley! Tip Bailey! I am Gilliland, 
but for God's sake don't tell on me! I've 
suffered in all these years enough to pay 
for 8) desertions. I'm stricken now. and 
I've come home to die. As we were once 
friends, let me die in peace. Don't dis- 
grace me by having me shot for a de- 
serter!"’ 

Bailey reassured the terror-stricken old 
fellow, finally convincing him that his dan- 
ger had passed years ago. His sentence.

TOLBDO, O., Nov. #.—In the neighbor- 
ing village of Rudolph there have been re- 
peated scenes on a moderate scale of the 
Zeltner affair, near Hoytsville, some montns 
ago. 

John MeNally, barricaded in a house, be- 
hind the kitchen stove and armed with two 
big revolvers, held at bay the entire town 
from 4 o'clock in the afternoon till 7:W at 
night. 

He is a big fellow, 33 years of age, and 
started out eariy in the day by arming h‘im- 
self with two new revolvers and some car- 


tridges. He went to the office of H. 
Harmes, justice of the peace, and compelled 
that gentleman to issue warrants accord | 
ing to his victation. He made things so | 
warm for Mr. Harmes that when he got 
away he went to Bowling Green, where he 
Swore out a warrant for McNally in the 
afternoon. : 

In the meantime McNally had the run of 
the town. He paraded the streets with a | 
revoiver in each hand end threatened to | 
shoot everybody in sigtht. He failed to see 
mrany people and business was suspended. | 
McNaliy took possession of the justice's of- 
fice and, as a se.f-delegated official, drew 
up Warrants galore for ail of the peopre | 
about the county with whom he had aiuy 
fancied grievance. 

Some one told him of the expected 
rival of officers to arrest him, and he 
came worse. When Deputy Sheriff 
barmer arrived shortly .before 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon, he was ready for him. Farm- | 
er hheld a warrant for him, and undertook 
to serve it. It Was then that the feiiow 
wthdrew to his boarding house, the resi- 
dence of John Elliott, and barricaded him- 
self. Farmer entered the place, but soon 
got out to save himself. Others undertook 
to reason with McNally, but he refused 
to listen. He promised to kill every man 
who ot Within range, and not many | 
showed themseives. In the house with him | 
was John Elliott, his wife, and family of 
several children. They conferred with the 
officers and asked that no effort be made | 
to take McNally from the house, as Mr. | 
kilictt had been stricken by paralysis re- 
cently, and the exciteenent might bring on 
another and fatal attack. 

Finaily it was decided that the palsied 
man must be removed, after which Mr. Mc- 
Nally would be taken at whatever cost. 
Whiie the family was preparing the old 
man for removai, the crowd withdrew be- | 
hind outbui.dings, improvised shields, and, 
with guns, awaited an opportunity to begin 
a fusillade. 

In some manner unexplainable, McNally 
was lost sight of y 4 the posse, which now 
numbered several hundred from different | 
sections of the county. They had come with | 
the expectation of being participants in an- 
other Zeltner tragedy. 

The assembed mob was armed with guns 
of all sorts, clubs, axes and some carried 
ropes with which to tie up or hang the 
desperado. After waiting some time for the 
fami.y to remove the sick man one of the 
members ot the family appeared and said 
that McNally had gone out into the dark- | 
ness through a window. Just then word 
came that he had taken refuge in an ele- 
vator in town, and the ¢rowd rushed for the 
elevator. He was nowhere to be found, 
and another report came that he was at 
one of the many boiler houses which are | 
so plentiful in that region. This was sur- 
rounded, but McNally was not there. The 
crowd started out, scattering in all direc- 
tions, om a man hunt, resolved to get him, 
dead or alive. The hunt was Kept up 
nearly all night without success and was re- 
sumed again the next day.

Telegraphic advices from 
West Virginia received to-day insure the 
correctness o fthe identification of the 
woman, Her career is shown by the added

Great interest is now taken by the citi- 
zens generally and by legal authorities in 
particular tn the status of the woman in 
court and the peculiar plea by which her 
attorney seeKs to secure her liberty.

GAME WITH MICHIGAN PRACTI- 
CALLY SEMI-FINALS. 


Wolverines Had fhe Advantage in 
Weight and Back Field, and Their 
Opponents Trysted Largely to the 
Kicking of Their Fullback. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 30.—For the first time 
since the breaking off of athletic relations 
in 18938 the football elevens of the Univer- 
sities of Michigan and Wisconsin met to- 
day in a game which might prove to be 
practically the semi-finals for the Western 
championship. It was stated before the 
game that arrangements had been prac- 
tically completed for a game between Wis- 
consin and the University of Chicago eleven 
on Dec. 9, and this fact gave added inter- 


est to the game, as victory for Wisconsin 
would insure that the Western champion- 
ship would be decided on that date. 

Probably two better drilled elevens never 
faced each other on a Western gridiron 
than when the wearers of the maize and 
blue of Michigan and the cardinal of Wis- 
consin lined up at the sound of the referee's 
whistle this morning. Michigan's coaches 
claimed that the team was in even better 
shape physically than when it met Penn- 
svivania and looked confidently for vic- 
tory. Wisconsin on the other hand, was 
without the services of her regular center 
and left guard. the veterans Comstock and 
Roy Chamberlain, and was compelled to 
use Wilmarth, the regular quarter, as a 
substitute half in case Larson gave out, 
but the eleven aS made up was neverthe- 
lees considered one of the strongest ever 
Wisconsin. 

It was considered a game between a team 
with a perfect defense and one oneene- 
ally strong in offensive tactics. On form 


‘heretofore displayed Michigan was a slight 


favorite in spite of the marvelous Kicking 
of O’Dea, the Wiscensin captain and full 
back, as outside of this the offensive game 
of the Wisconsin team had been of a rather 
mediocre quality, partly on account of acci- 
in the season. Michigan, on 
the other hand, possesses one of the fastest 
back fields in the country and even the 
geplendidly developed defense of the Badgers 
was expected by the Michigan adherents to 
be unable to stop their advance, 

So far as weight was concerned Michigan 
had the advantage by several pounds, the 
average weight of the Wolverine players 
being about 172 pounds, the weight of the 
linesmen averaging close to 180. The av- 
erage weight of the Wisconsin men, with 
little Tratt filling the position of quarter 
back was under 169 pounds. Wisconsin's 
line was lighter than that of Michigan by 
over five pounds to & man. Summed up, the 
situation was this: 

Michigan, with her heavier line men and 
fast bucking backs, confidently expected 
to be able to wear down the defense of the 
Badgers even in the first half and send the 
ball across the goal line at ieast once. The 
field on the west side was rather soft, and 
this favored the Michigan men and handi- 
capped O'Dea. Acknowledging the superior 
punting ability of the latter, Michigan fig- 
ured on running the ball back sufficiently 
to make up their disadvantage on that 
score.

“Our religion has not yet beén able to 
make the business life of our Christian 
men righteous according to Christian ideas. 
They say that while money can only be 
given away by the laws of Christ, Is can be 
made only by the laws of trade. Our Na-.; 
poleons of finance are legalized brigands, in 
whose trails are hosts of plundered weak- 
lings. Great corporations become unbiush- 
ing violators ef beth a divine and human 
law. Rallroads give rebates to favored 
trusts and their officials escape the peni- 
tentiary by charging them to false ac- 
counts. Nearly all the large contracteé in- 
volve bribes, ‘rake-offs’ and other forms 
of blackmail. Time is wanting to tell the 
sickening story of evasions, subterfuges, 
aduiterations and lying which make up so 
large a part of so-called business. Nor is 
political life to-day in any deep sense 
Christian. There are po viler cesspools in 
our civilization than those where crawl, 
hiss and lie and cheat those wretched ser- 
pents of the sbrine called party workers."’
